Bill Torrey: 
His Duties 
Never Gesate 


Not one minute after Bill Torrey was named General 
Manager of the New York Islanders, he was asked: How 
long will it take for the newest NHL expansion franchise 
to become a winner? 

Torrey, 37, formerly of Montreal, thought it would take 
about 5 years to be a contender. ‘‘You’ve got to take your 
lumps down the line. Nobody was too generous to us in 
the draft.’’ For this first season, Bill concentrated on solid 
goaltending. In the draft he selected Gerry Desjardins and 
Bill Smith. After the draft was over, he obtained veteran 
Denis Dejordy from the Montreal Canadiens. 

For two and one half seasons Torrey served as executive 
Vice President of the Oakland Seals, another NHL expan- 
sion team. The Seals qualified for the West Division 
playoffs in both his two full seasons, 1968-69 and 1969-70. 
The Seals, who came into existence in 1967-68, jumped 
from last place to second under Torrey, then were fourth 
the next year, but still made the playoffs. 

Could the Islanders expect such a fast rise in the East 
Division? ‘‘I’ve got a dual philosophy concerning our 
organization,’’ said Torrey. ‘‘We’ve drafted the best avail- 
able players but we’ve also obtained good young players 
and amateurs who’ll be around for a couple of years.” 

Since his appointment last February, Bill Torrey has 
worked tirelessly, sometimes 18 hours a day, to get the 
Islanders ready for their tough, first season ahead. 

“‘No matter what, we will have a scrappy, hard fighting 
and youthful team that will not be outclassed and will give 
the fans the excitement of National Hockey League competi- 
tion,’’ says Bill.

Just about every hockey fan knows 
that the National Hockey League Hall 
of Fame is located in Toronto. But how 
many fans have heard of the United 
States Hockey Hall of Fame? And, 
where is it located? 


Right now, it’s nowhere, but you 
can mark down the name ‘‘Eveleth’’ 
as a ‘‘future’’ next to Cooperstown, 
Canton and Springfield, the latter three 
being existing sites for the baseball, 
pro football and basketball Halls of 
Fame, respectively. 


Eveleth is a small community in the 
heart of Northeastern Minnesota’s Iron 
Range country some miles north of 
Duluth. Its claim to fame is hockey: 
past, present, and future as the home 
of the United States Hockey Hall of 
Fame.

Eveleth has sent such players as the 
Boston Bruins legendary Mr. Zero, 
Frank Brimsek; and Chicago’s Mike 
Karakas, Sam LoPresti, and hardrock 
John Mariucci into the National Hock- 


ey League. Mariucci, now in the Min- 
nesota North Stars front office, 
coached the 1956 U.S. Olympic Team 
to a silver medal with the help of 
Eveleth natives John Mayasich, long 
regarded as the outstanding amateur 


“player produced in this country, John 


Matchefts, now Air Force Academy 
coach, and Willard Ikola, premier Min- 
nesota high school hockey coach. 


If that wasn’t enough, Eveleth High 
School has won the state tournament 
five times in thirteen appearances. In 
essence, then, in Eveleth there’s only 
one game: hockey. 


With such a heritage, the city fathers 
felt the erection of a shrine to honor 
America’s contribution to the sport 
would be appropriate.

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1917—The National Hockey League was organized in Montreal 
on November 22. Delegates representing Montreal Canadiens, 
Montreal Wanderers, Ottawa and Quebec were present. These 
four teams along with the Toronto Arenas were admitted into 
the League. Quebec held a franchise but decided not to operate 
it that season. Frank Calder was elected President and Secretary- 
Treasurer. First games in this new League were played December 
19, 1917. Toronto was the only city that had artificial ice. 
1917-18—Clubs played a 22-game schedule. 

1918—When the Westmount Arena, home of the Wanderers, 
burned down, the team dropped out of the League. 
1918-19—Clubs played an 18-game schedule. 

1919—Quebec Bulldogs operated their franchise in the League. 
Toronto Arenas changed their name to Toronto St. Patricks. 
1919-20—Clubs played a 24-game schedule. 

1920—Hamilton Tigers replaced Quebec. 

1924—Boston Bruins became first American Club to join the 
League and Montreal Maroons entered the ever-expanding circuit, 
giving Montreal two teams. 

1924-25—Clubs play a 30-game schedule. 

1925—Hamilton Tigers’ franchise was sold to New York Ameri- 
cans for $75,000. The third United States Club, the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, entered the League. 

1925-26—Schedule increased to 36 games per club. 
1926—Three new United States teams, New York Rangers, 
Chicago Black Hawks and Detroit Cougars were admitted into 
the League. It was now a 10-club circuit, and was divided into 
two sections; Canadian Division had Toronto Maple Leafs 
(changed name from St. Pats to Maple Leafs), Ottawa Senators, 
Montreal Canadiens, Montreal Maroons and New York Ameri- 
cans. American Division consisted of Boston Bruins, New York 
Rangers, Chicago Black Hawks, Detroit Cougars and Pittsburgh 
Pirates. The Stanley Cup, most coveted prize in hockey, came 
into the exclusive control of the National Hockey League. 
1926-27—Schedule increased to 44 games per club. 
1930—Pittsburgh franchise was transferred to Philadelphia where 
a team known as the Quakers operated for one season. Detroit 
changed team’s name from Cougars to Falcons. 
1931—Philadelphia dropped out of League. Ottawa retired from 
League for one year. 

1931-32—-Schedule increased to 48 games per club. 
1932—Ottawa resumed play for two seasons. 

1933—Detroit changed nickname from Falcons to Red Wings. 
1934— Ottawa franchise transferred to St. Louis. Team was called 
St. Louis Eagles and consisted of most of the Ottawa players 
of the previous season. 

1935—St. Louis dropped out of the League, leaving the member- 
ship at eight teams. 


The 1972-73 season is the 56th in the 
history of the National Hockey League. 
The chronological history of the League is as follows: 


1938—Montreal Maroons retired from the NHL. 

1941—New York Americans changed name to Brooklyn Ameri- 
cans. gy 
1942—Brooklyn Americans retired from League. This left the 
present six East Division teams in the League. 
1942-43—Schedule increased to 50 games per club. 
1943—Frank Calder, President of League since its inception, died 
in Montreal in February. Mervyn ‘‘Red’’ Dutton, former manager 
of New York Americans, succeeded him as president. 
1946—Dutton retired as President of League prior to opening 
of 1946-47 season and was succeeded by Clarence S. Campbell. 
1946-47—Players’ Bonuses and Playoff Guarantees. 60-game 
schedule. 

1947—New Constitutional Agreement entered into by all Member 
Clubs to continue in perpetuity. 

1947—First Annual All-Star Game played in Toronto, and former 
All-Stars recognized. 

1948—National Hockey League Pension Society formed. 
1949-50—70-game schedule introduced. 

1954—Inter-league draft modified to provide effective means of 
assuring availability of players. ; 
1957—First 10 years of Pension Plan completed and Plan revised 
with greatly increased benefits. Players Playoff awards substan- 
tially increased. Owner-Player Council established. 
1960—Arrangements completed with Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion and City of Toronto for construction of Hockey Hall of Fame 
at C.N.E. 

1961—Hockey Hall of Fame officially opened on August 26 by 
Prime Minister John F. Diefenbaker and U.S. Ambassador Living- 
ston T. Merchant. 

1967—Biggest single year in history of NHL. Six new United 
States teams were added, making the League a 12-team, two- 
division circuit. The new teams were California Seals, Los Angeles 
Kings, Minnesota North Stars, Philadelphia Flyers, Pittsburgh 
Penguins and St. Louis Blues, all operating in the West Division. 
Midway through season, California Seals changed name to Oak- 
land Seals. 

1967-68—Schedule increased to 74 games per club. 
1968-69—Schedule increased to 76 games per club. 

1969-70—N H L expanded to 14 teams with Buffalo Sabres and 
Vancouver Canucks joining the East Division and Chicago Black 
Hawks moving to the West Division. 

1970-71—Schedule increased to 78 games per club. Oakland Seals 
changed name to California Golden Seals. 

1971-72—N H L voted to expand to 16 teams for following sea- 
son. New teams to be located in Long Island and Atlanta. 
1972-73—New York Islanders added to East Division and Atlanta 
Flames added to West Division.

reports on them. They start out in the 
CHL or AHL and work up to the NHL 


Another responsibility of game officials is to check on the legality of players’ equipment. Here referee Art Skov impounds Dennis Hull's 
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after gaining at least three years experi- 
ence. 

The very nature of coaching creates 
a problem for the official. A coach is 
under pressure to win—and he wants 
the players to decide the game. When 
a referee’s call affects the game one 
way or the other the coach becomes 
upset and takes it out on the official. 

Fans and players are separate prob- 
lems. One fan in the Boston Garden 
caustically evaluated John Ashley’s 
work one night with, ‘‘That’s some 
game you're missing out there, John.” 

Ashley, 42 years old, retired last sea- 
son. This followed a pattern set by Bill 
Chadwick, a Long Island resident and 
the only native New Yorker in the NHL 
Hockey Hall of Fame. ‘‘The Big Whis- 
tle,’ now a TV personality, quit at 
39. He worked 14 seasons, 778 regular 
games and 105 playoff contests. 

““A referee has to have common 
sense and above all control of the 
game,’’ says Chadwick. He must have 


the respect of the players. 

Referees, like normal people, are 
born. They don’t suddenly appear on 
the ice in an NHL rink waving your 
favorite player to the penalty box. They 
go through long periods of training 
working as linesmen in the NHL and 
refereeing in the minors. They have 
to be in top physical shape all the time. 

““Off the ice is tougher than on it,”’ 
says Art Skov, now the NHL’s senior 
referee. ‘““The job is heavy with idle 
time and the loneliness of constant 
travel alone. We look forward to the 
summer when we get reacquainted with 
our families.’’ 

Skov is almost ancient at 44. Unlike 
football and baseball officials who can 
work into their fifties, the fast pace 
of hockey usually creates retirement in 
the early forties. On game days Art 
still gets that tense feeling that actors 
or players get which is a sign of mental 
and physical alertness. 

“On a typical game day I eat a good 
pre-game meal about 3:00 pm.., usually 
with the two linesmen who are working 
with me that night. We can’t fraternize 
with the players off the ice. We stay 
at different hotels and when we see 
them we greet them in passing. 

““We never talk hockey and that’s 
the thing I like. The players let you 
have it on the ice but I never had one 
confront me about a penalty I gave him 
last week.” 

After the opening face-off, Skov is 
left to judge the conduct of the frantic 


and fast moving game of hockey. He 
must, race up and down the rink con- 
stantly looking while staying in good 
position to see the play. 

Though players are constantly block- 
ing his view, he must spot the infrac- 
tions. He has to be in good position 
to judge the legality of every goal, lest 
it be disputed. He’s on the ice for sixty 
minutes and gets only brief periods of 
rest when line changes are being made 
and between periods. 

After three periods of steady skating, 
Skov showers quickly and heads for 
the airport and a game the next night. 

“We always get to the next assign- 
ment right away. It’s a league rule that 
you have to be in the city you’re work- 
ing in a day in advance. 

“Things happen so fast on the ice 
that you can’t catch everything. It’s the 
players’ game. Let them do their thing. 
If you do a good job you g 
unnoticed.’’ . 

When it comes to playoff time, Mor- 
rison, Udvari, Van Deelen and 
McLeod make the big decisions. If an 
official has done well throughout the 
season he gets to work in the Stanley 
Cup games. 

“There is extra money for the Stan- 
ley Cup games and the prestige is very 
important to these men,’’ says Morri- 
son. ‘‘Our referees earn between 
$17,000 and $27,000 per year, but they 
all like those Stanley Cup games.”’

Former NHL linesman Pat Shetler 
admits that playoff games are some- 
thing special. 

“‘Just like the players we get tense 
before the games. We get up. The 
games mean so much and even get 
international attention. We would be 
less than human if we didn’t get a bit 
excited,’’ said Shetler. 

Once on the ice, the word is keep 
cool. The linesmen separate the heav- 
ing, perspiring players, drop the pucks 
and call icing and offside infractions. 

Lloyd Gilmour, another of the senior 
referees at 42, works out of Vancouver. 
A typical week sees him in Los 
Angeles on Tuesday, San Diego on 
Wednesday for a Western Hockey 
League game, Phoenix on Thursday, 
Oakland on Friday and perhaps in De- 
troit on Saturday. Sunday is a day off 
before doing the Eastern environs. 

“‘T’ ve left enough articles of clothing 
behind in hotels and airports to start 
a haberdashery,’’ quips the likeable 
Gilmour. ‘‘I traveled 120,000 miles 
last season.”’ 

““We have less trouble with the real 
fighters than the actors,’’ says Gil- 
mour. ‘‘Some of the players complain Chicago defenseman Keith Magnuson is being restrained 
when they make a bad play and try from any further discussion with referee Bruce Hood 
to shift the blame to the officials.’’

MacArthur and slugged the official Jae Pro 
after losing a Stanley Cup game in *

League Expands 
TotTenrn Tears

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For the third time in as many years, 
The Metropolitan Junior Hockey 
Association has expanded. This year’s 


new entry, the Manhattan Skyliners, ~ 


makes the Met League a ten team cir- 
cuit for the first time in its seven year 
history. 

The five team Eastern Division is 
located entirely on Long Island, 
although each team has its own arena 
to call home. The division pennant- 
winning Brooklyn Stars play at Abe 
Stark Center on Coney Island in Brook- 
lyn. The Long Island Athletic Club 
Flyers are at Cantiague Park in 
Hicksville. Skateland, in New Hyde 
Park, is the home of the New Hyde 
Park Arrows. The Oyster Bay Gulls 
play at Bethpage Park, while the Suf- 
folk Ducks are at the Long Island 
Arena in Commack. 

The Skyliners have a very fitting 
name in that the club’s home ice is 
located atop a New York City sky- 
scraper. Sky Rink, which has been the

site of a successful hockey school the 
past two years, occupies the upper 
floors of an office building on West 
33rd Street, a few blocks from Madison 
Square Garden. 

The new club, the Manhattan 
Skyliners, will skate in the Asso- 
ciation’s Western Division with the 
defending champion New York’s 14th 
Precinct, Newark Crusaders, the Essex 
Comets, and the White Plains Plains- 
men. The club will fill its roster with 
players from the Greater New York 
City Ice Hockey League. 

Last season, the East was the scene 
of a wild scramble for playoff posi- 
tions. The Stars were by far and away 
the class of the quintet, having clinched 
their berth at midseason. But Suffolk, 
New Hyde Park, and Oyster Bay were 
in a constant struggle with Essex for 
the final post-season spots. Because of 
last year’s unbalanced divisional align- 
ment, the playoff positions were deter- 
mined by league record, regardless of 


geography. 

The East finally prevailed as the 
Comets dropped out of contention on 
the final weekend of the season. Suf- 
folk and New Hyde Park finished in 
a tie for second in the division, but 
the Ducks were awarded the runner-up 
spot on the basis of most goals. Oyster 
Bay met the powerful Newark Raiders 
in the first round of the Art Keegan 
Memorial Trophy playoffs and 
shocked their foes with a 7-3 victory 
in the first game. But Newark settled 
down to take the next two games to 
advance to the semifinals. In the other - 
first round set, New Hyde Park 
eliminated Suffolk, also in three 
games. 

Both semifinal series were short 
affairs, with both Brooklyn and New 
York dominating in two straight games. 
As a result, the two archrivals were 
destined to meet again in the finals for 
the second year in a row. 

The 1970-71 battle was a memorable 


affair with the Precincts (who were 
known as the Green Leafs until last 
season) out-lasting the Stars four games 
to two, with two games ending in sud- 
den death. Last year’s confrontation 
was a similar struggle. 

The Stars had taken a 2-1 lead in 
games, and needed only one more to 
win their first title. But the Precincts 
came from behind to take the fourth 
game 5-2 at the Newark Ironbound 
Arena. The fifth game at Coney Island 
would be the decisive one as the series 
went down to the wire. 

Gary Trapani got the Stars on the 
scoreboard first with an unassisted goal 
at 6:27 of the first period, but Joe 


DeSimone of New York evened the 
count early in the second stanza. The — 
two clubs battled the rest of the way 
in a classic, defensive style. 

Then with only a minute and a half 
left on the clock, New York’s Edgar 
Alejandro picked up a loose puck in 
the neutral zone and fed DeSimone at 
the blue line. The City College sopho- 
more slipped past the lone Brooklyn 
defender and beat goaltender John 
Calamari with a low shot. With the 
sounding of the buzzer a few minutes 
later, New York had won its sixth con- 
secutive championship. 

The highlight of the season, and of 
the M.J.H.A.’s entire history for that 
matter, occurred at the NHL’s annual 
draft meeting in June. On that occa- 
sion, the Minnesota North Stars 
selected Chris Ahrens of Freeport, 
Long Island, off the roster of the Kitch- 
ener Rangers of the Ontario Hockey 
Association. 

Ahrens, son of the Arena manager 
at the Islander practice rink in Kings 
Park, played for three years with the 
New Hyde Park Arrows before jour- 
neying to Canada to further his hockey 
education. Last year, the rugged 
defenseman was selected by his team- 
mates to serve as the team’s captain, 
becoming the first native American to 
be so honored. 

With the M.J.H.A. adding a new 
team and ten more games to its schedule 
this year (bringing the number to 42 
games apiece), many more New York 
Metropolitan boys will get their chance 
to show their stuff. Hockey has 
expanded by leaps and bounds in the 
area, and on the Island in particular. 
The Met League hopes it can continue 
to send talented youngsters on their way 
to NHL competition.
